Leave Puerto Cortex. 


New Orleans, La.. Feb. 4.—A largo 


•number of Americans arrived here on 
the steamer Breakwater from Puerto 


" Cortez, Honduras. Among them arc 


several Americans who havo been In 
business In Honduras for .years and 
commercial traders soliciting orders 
there. They deemed .It prudent to 
leave when they did, as they were con- 
vinced that a revolution would be un- 
der way soon, and they expected busi- 
ness to be completely demoralized In 
.consequence. 


War Ovtr Election. 


The revolution" has .been" brewing 


ever since the last presidential elec- 
tion, 'when Manuel Bonilla seemed to 
have a majority of the votes, 45.000. 


-the total vote cast being 80,000.. The 
election was disputed on a charge of 
fraud. It being alleged that there were 
only 50,000 voters In the republic, and 
that the vote claimed by Bonllla .was 
Impossible. In consequence of these 
charges President Sierra refused to 
surrender his office, and Bonilla made 
preparations to enforce his claim.

to Cortez. The barracks had been

PROF, Hi C, BUELLTHE LEADER 


Great Care Shown in Preparation of 


the Many Interesting Subjects 


Treated Of. 


Abandoning tho 
discussion 
of 


things municipal, tho Social Union 
club Inst evening turned Its 
atten- 


tion to literature. 
Partly owning 


to the weather and somewhat to the 
fear that the topic of books and au- 
thors would be less enlivening than 
the exposition of Janesvlllc's short- 
coming!) in government, the attend- 
ance fell below that of tho last meet- 
Ing. 
However, over one 
hundred 


were seated at supper In the Y. M. C. 
A. auditorium and If there had been 
any nervous apprehensions lest the 
subject be dry, those 
fears 
were 


speedily dispelled. 


In all of tho papers an unusual de- 


gree of preparation was evinced and 
tho scholarly tastes of tho speakers 
had led them to exert their efforts 
toward polish and .literary refinement, 
rather than tho blunt statement of 
facts which had mado the municipal 
reform mcetlnpjs piquant. The views 
brought forward were of general in 
tcrest and skillfully presented. 


Books and Authors 


In presenting the subject, "Hooks 


and AuthorH," Prof. Buell, the leader, 
called upon the members to enter In 
to the discussion with 
suggestions 


which would prove of general value to 
all of the readers who woro present. 


Prof. Xorrls spoke upon Modern 


American Historians and their works. 
The theme was limited to the mod- 
ern historians, but the speaker ox 
plained that thin Included practically 
the entire catalogue of American writ- 
ers on historical 
subjects, all of 


them treating their facts from 
the 


modern philosophical standpoint 
In 


preference to making mere compll.i 
tlonH of dates and events as did the 
earliest historians. 
Mr. XorrlH char- 


acterized the style of Bancroft. Irv 
Ing, Prescott and especially of 
two 
later writers. Parker and Finite. The 
last was termed the greatest of mod 
ern historians. 
Graphic 
outlines 


were given of the lives pf both Park- 
er and Flske and their method* or 
handling the subjects of which they 
wrote. 


Modern Fiction; Elements of Its 


Strength and Reason for Its opthar- 
Ity. was the next division of the sub- 
ject. 
Judge C. L. Flfinld was assign 


ed tho discussion of Kipling's "Kim" 
as a type. 
The Judge WOK forced to 


remain at home by reason nf the rec- 
ent acquisition to his 
family—to 


whom the club-sent congratulations— 
and In bis absence his paper was read 
_by A. E. Matlicsnn. 


"Kim." wrote the Judge, compels 


either superlative praise or condem- 
nation. 
It Is the greatest novel ot 


tho day or else not worth reading. 
Moru than that, it Is essentially 
a 


man's book; it contains no love mat- 
tor, and In that characteristic gives 
light on the question of the possibili- 
ty of a novel winning 
recognition 


when It lacks n love story, 
in addi- 


tion to containing a vast amount of 
Interesting fiction. It also Is based on 
facts of Indian life which are worth 
knowing. 
The writer recommended 
"Kim," as a book worth reading, re- 
reading and reading again. 


The Virginian 


Wlstor's "Virginian" was termed 


by Burr Scott as tho greatest of all 
works of fiction which deal with early 
pioneer life. 
Its hero Is an Ideal 


American, a man who has spent his 
life among men In the East and the 
west. 
His impressions of the West 
are given at length, and in his connec- 
tions with that part of the country Its 
early history and struggle is accur- 
ately described. 
Whatever Its liter- 


ary merit, the strongest feature of tho 
work, said Mr. Scott, Is the knowledge 
It gives of the West. past, present and 
future. 


Mr. Buell then called'upon the club 


for suggestions for books wortli read- 
ing, that being tho real object of the 
mooting. 


S. D. Conant recommended 
tho 
"Letters of a Self-Made Merchant to 
His Son."

cal Novel was treated of by A. A. 
Jackson. 
Ho pointed out tho dis- 


tinction between pure fiction and the 
novel which Is based upon fact. 
The 


one can be' Intended only to entertain, 
tho other to Instruct. 
In the histor- 


ical novel there is a mixture of tho 
two kinds of writing. 
When taken 


from out its environment and buried 
In a mass of fiction tho historical clom 
ent loses its historical value, said Mr. 
Jackson. 
Ho regarded the histor- 


ical facts as of the greatest Impor- 
tance from a commercial standpoint 
in selling the book. 
In speaking OS 


the "Crisis," as a type of the histor- 
ical novel ho did not enter Into its 
advantages as a work of fiction whose 
purpose was to amuse, but ho paint- 
ed out a number of statements made 
by the author n» 
historical 
facts 


which are not verified by records of 
tho actual occurrences. 
Churchill's 


works should be- condemned by 
all 


lovers of the truth, said Mr. Jack- 
son. 


Took Opposite Side. 


G. M. Brace took Issue with tho 


statements which had Just been made. 
He recommended the historical novel 
not as a history, but as a biographical 
study of the characters, so Interest- 
ing as to awaken curiosity in suhj 
jects -which would otherwise remain 
In the dark. 
Even If the facts in 


tho novel are somewhat 
distorted, 


they tend to.lead up to tho study ot 
the truth. 


Hev. H. M. Vaughan advocated the 


novel as the greatest type of modern 
literature, especially when the au- 
thor has succeeded in In basing his 
story upon historical facts that will 
stand investigation. 


Kipling as a typo of the recent 


poets waa discussed by! F. M. Von 
Horn. 
He allowed the poems to talk 


for themselves, quoting "Tommy Atk- 
ins." "Fpzzy Wuzzy" and others 
of 


the Barrack Room Ballads, 
wnlcli 


show Kipling's method of 
tellfog of 


the English redcoat. 
Other selec- 


tions told of 1.10 pact's attitude to- 
ward British Imperialism, toward hls|» 
country in peace, toward other lands 
and toward International 
problems. 


Tho verses addressed to "Bob" Evans 
accompanying n pot of 
Kipling's 


works which the author sent to .the 
American lighter, mei with hearty ap- 
plause from tlie club. 
He conclud- 


ed with the statement of a dlstlngulsn 
ed American of letters that "Queen 
Victoria made Alfred Austin poet lair 
reato of Great Britain, but by 
the 


Grac.0 of God Kipling !ias boon maue 
tho po'et laureate of the entire Eng- 
llsb speaking race. 


Supported Historical Novel 
Rev. Denlson commented on the his 


torlcal novel. 
Ho strongly assailed 


Inaccuracy In the historical facts pro 
Heated but he showed that some, tils 
torhins are equally In error In re- 
gard to tho truth.

method of the novelist In Illuminat-
